New York

city." 


But asked whether President 


Ford might sign some form of 
loan guarantee 
program if 


passed by Congress, Simon said 
"I think the President will do 
as he has done. 


"And he has consistently 


opposed federal government 
intervention in New York City's 
affairs because he feels, and I 
believe rightfully so, that the 
solution to the problem. ..rests 
there for them to solve. And 


1 they have the ability to solve 
them." 


Simon said such tough budget 


cutting measures can bring the 
city's 
budget into line. He 


called the prospect of default in 
December a "temporary cash 
flow problem" that will "disap- 
pear in a couple of years."

Simon suggested, could come at

Low tuition, rapid growth 
may end for state colleges 


HARRISBURG (UPI) - If a panel of businessmen ap- 


pointed by Gov. Milton J. Shapp has its way, the days of 
low tuition and rapid growth will end at Pennsylvania's 14 
state-owned colleges.

The Governor's Review has urged Shapp to hike tuition 


and fees, increase the faculty workload and give the Edu- 
cation Department tighter control over the operations of 
the 13 colleges and Indiana University. 


The report, which will be released officially on Tues- 


day, is sure to make officials at the schools unhappy. 


They were forced recently to increase tuition by $50 — 


a move that brought the total up to §800 a year — and to do 
$16 million worth of •'retrenchment," the word the Educa- 
tion Department uses for budget freezes and layoffs. 


However, the 54 businessmen who volunteered to look 


at state government operations clearly think the colleges 
can tighten their bells a few more notches. 


Under the panel's plan, tuition for Pennsylvania resi- 


dents would go from an average of $25 per credit to a flat 
fee of $33 per credit, a move that would bring tuition up to 


Bureaucracy too taxing on health 


an average of $990 a year and raise $17.5 million. 


The group urged the state to make all room and board 


fees uniform and then raise them by $60 a year for each 
student. It also wants students to begin paying health and 


t parking fees. 


"The desire to maintain low fee schedules, coupled 


with rising educational costs, has made state-owned 
schools a major competitor of private institutions in the 
state," the report said. 


"If allowed to continue without some effort to install 


more realistic rates in state schools, the situation may 
cause private schools to close their doors or seek state sub- 
sidies." 


In order to get more state control over the schools, the 


panel wants to Education Department to create a new ex- 
ecutive deputy secretary to oversee their operations. The 
report said the state could save $8 million if that official 
controlled growth of the schools. 


The panel also wants the state to improve faculty pro- 


ductivity. It believes the teacher workload could be in- 
creased by at least 10 per cent, a move that would save $10 
million a year.

Bacon producers out 
of frying pan, into fire 


WASHINGTON (UPI(-The 


Agriculture Department plans 
to force the nation's bacon 
producers to remove a danger- 
ous cancer-causing agent from 
the breakfast table favorite — 
or stop selling bacon as it is 
now known. 


Dr. Donald Houston, assistant 


deputy administrator in the 
USDA's 
Meat 
and 
Poultry 


Inspection Division, said the 
decision follows an 18-month 
study by a panel of scientific 
experts looking into the dangers 
of sodium nitrite, a commonly 
used preservative 
in cured 


meats. 


Nitrites give cured products 


such as ham, bologna and hot 
dogs their pinkish color and 
kept meats from spoiling long 
before refrigerators and freez- 
ers were available. They now 


are added to meats because 
they prevent 
botulism, the 


dangerous food poisoning. 


But nitrites also can combine 


• with chemicals to form ni- 
trosamines, among the most 
potent cancer-causing agents 
yet discovered. Scientists are 
not 
sure 
why, 
but while 


problems have been eliminated 
in most meat products, bacon 
produces 
more nitrosamines 


than other cured meats.

VILLAGE OF COOLBAUGH 


— It's startling to discover that 
one of our founding fathers 
was addressed both on and off 
the bench as "Bub." 


Judge John Coolbaugh of 


Middle Smilhfield, 
associate 


judge in this area in (he early 
1800's, would not have put up 
with such familiarity from Ihe 
floor but he did take it from his 
fellow associate judge, Daniel 
W. Dingman. 


Dingman is one of the most 


colorful of early characters 
and comes on strong even in 
the usually staid history books. 
In his "Unwritten History of 
Smithfield Township," Luther 
Huffman, describes him: 


"A very eccentric man of 


great native intellect, great 
force of character, but unedu- 
cated. It is said that he came 
into court without a coat and 
with bare feet." 


While there was probably a 


great difference in demeanor 
and character of Coolbaugh 
and of Dingman, they did have 
some 
physical resemblance 


and must have been impres- 
sive figures flanking the pre- 
siding judge. In Ihe political 
section of Matthew's history, 
he describes them: 


"They were 
both large, 


stoutly built men verging on 
200 pounds." 


Both of them were serving 


on the bench in a case involv- 
ing the vole to establish a 
county seat for the new county 
of Monroe. Although the first 
petition to form a new county 
above the Blue Mountains was 
in 1794, it was not until 42 
years later that the new county 
was authorized by the legisla- 
ture in 183G. 


At its first election, Dutots- 


burg, now Delaware Water 
Gap, was one of the contes- 
tants for county seat, even vol- 
unteering to change its name 
to Monroe Center. It received 
only 82 votes and was eliminat- 
ed. The contest then narrowed 
down to Stroudsbiirg and Kel- 


lersville. Stroudsburg won by a 
majority of 70 votes. 


Charges of fraud were made, 


particularly against the Middle 
Smithfield election board of 
John Place and Samuel Gun- 
saultis, where the large vote 
exceeded the number of male 
citizens. There were 345 votes 
cast for Stroudsburg and only 
two for Kellersville in 
the 


township. Yet four years later 
at the Presidential election, 
Harrison received two votes 
and Van Huron received 208, a 
total of 210. 


While it seems obvious that 


there was a big discrcpency, 
the charges came to naught. 
As Huffman tells the story: 


"Since there was no court- 


house in Monroe County and 
the court had not been fully or- 


ganized, the case was taken to 
Pike County for trial. It was 
tried before Judge David Scott, 
president judge of the llth ju- 
dicial district, and the asso- 
ciate judges of Pike County, 
Daniel W. Dingman and John 
Coolbaugh." 


"Judge Scott quashed one or 


two counts in the indictment, 
whereupon he left the bench 
for a few minutes. During his 
absence. Judge Dingman took 
it upon himself to rule on the 
other indictments. 


" 'I know the law for I have 


been to the Legislature,' and 
laying his hand on a copy of 
the pamphlet laws said: 'Bub 
and I will quash the other in- 
dictment on the grounds of the 
Legislature'."

Coolbaugh then served 
as 


Clerk of Court Records in 
1809 and was appointed an as- 
sociate judge in 1814 for Lower 
and Middle Smithfield. 


Each judicial district had a 


judge who was "learned in the 
law" and one or more asso- 
ciate judges, not learned in the 
law but knowledgeable about 
the district they served. They 
evidently wielded much more 
power than in later years. The 
post itself was discontinued by 
vote Qf the electorate in 1968 
but judges already 
elected 


completed their terms. Thus 
Monroe County was served by 
the late Associate 
Judge 


Walter Heckman until 1971. 


Meanwhile one of Judge 


John Coolbaugh's sons, Moses 
Wills Coolbaugh, followed in 
his father's political footsteps. 
He was a member of the board 
of trustees named for selecting 
the site for the county building 
and overseeing its erection. 


Moses was elected to serve 


in the Pennsylvania Legisla- 
ture in 1835. He was elected an 
associate 
judge in Monroe 


County, and served on the first 


Middle Smithfield school 
board. 


Moses Wills Coolbaugh, who 


married Mary Nyce, daughter 
of a Virginia family who had 
owned many slaves, was elect- 
ed a delegate to the Democrat-

Sfreef condition serious problem

MOUNT POCONO - It's a 


known fact that when a citizen 
complains today, he is bump- 
ing up against a brick wall. In 
the case of residents in Mount 
Pocono, it's a matter of bump- 
ing over extremely bad streets. 


One man, who did not want 


to be identified said, "These 
streets were in better shape 50 
years ago when some weren't 
even paved." 


A drive around the borough 


over streets torn up during 
construction of the sewage col- 
lection line for the borough's 
central sewerage system, can 
be hazardous, teeth jarring, 
and nerve wracking. 


D. & C. Spinosa was con- 


tracted by the local municipal 
authority to install collection 
lines. His contract included the 
restoration of all-streets torn 
up during construction. 


According to project engi- 


neers all collection lines (with 
the exception of a small area) 
was completed several months 
ago. 


Street restoration was start- 


ed, but the work was so sub- 
standard, according to borough 
council and many residents, a 
complaint was submitted to 
the authority requesting the 
contract be taken away from 
Spinosa and awarded to some- 
one else. 


Authority Chairman 
Roy 


Gross reasoned that it was too 
late to do this because of the 
time involved in advertising 
bids and weather conditions. 


In September the authority 


withheld $40,826.31 from Spino- 
sa and in October 
another 


$19,470.44 was withheld until all 
street restoration was complet- 
ed satisfactorily. 


Beside the two requisition 


payments being withheld, five 
per cent of the contract or 
$77,269.11 is withheld until all 
work is completed. 


Warnings and withholding of 


money doesn't seem to faze the 
contractor. 


People are wondering why 


liquidated damages have not 
been assessed against the con- 
tractor. One woman, at a re- 
cent authority meeting posed 
the question. She said, "If I 
don't pay my bills on time I'm 
penalized. Why isn't the con- 
tractor?" 


It is within the power of the 


authority to assess liquidated 
damages. 


A figure of $200,000 was quot- 


ed as being alloted for street 
restoration in the construction 
areas, even though engineers 
say this amount will not be 
used. 


This amount is enough to re- 


surface, with good materials, 
every street in the borough. 
There are 10 miles of roads. 
The cost per mile, according to 
a local contractor is $20,000. 


Another 
question 
in 
the 


minds1 of many residents is 
why no pressure was placed on 
other contractors who did not 
live up to the contract's speci- 
fied completion date of 365 
days. 


Construction 
started 
in" 


March of 1974. It is now one 
year and seven months later 


and all work has not been com- 
pleted. 


Residents are told the plant 


is operable. It seems its a case 
of being completed but not 
completed. 


True, there have been some 


legitimate 
delays, 
bad 


weather, strikes, and one case 
of vandalism. But most people 
feel not seven months of legiti- 
mate delays. Why no liquid- 
ated damages against contrac- 
tors? The question 
swings 


slowly in the air. 


These delays have caused 


the authority to continue to 
borrow money from the bank 
to pay bills. Money 
from 


grants from Farmers Home 
Administration 
will not 
be 


forthcoming until the project is 
100 per cent completed. 


Revenue to the authority 


from those connecting to the 
system has also been delayed. 


One extension was requested 


from the bank and granted. 
The interest paid by the au- 
thority from August to October 
was in excess of $7,400. An- 
other extension has been re- 
quested from October to De- 
cember. More interest to be 
paid. 


The sewerage plant is com- 


pleted, but not quite; collection 
lines are completed, but not 
quite; streets are being res- 
tored, but not quite; residents 
complain, but to no avail.

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City's plight no 
laughing matter 


Pale and shaken, New York City's administration 


backed away from the brink of default Friday, thanks to 
a union that joined others of its ilk in realizing where 
their bread was buttered and bailed the city out with 
the union's pension funds. 


Albert Shanker's teachers union thus pooled its 


money with that of other labor groups, police and fire- 
men among them, to keep the city afloat and enable it 
to meet financial obligations at least through the end of 
December. 


But, laden with ironies and black humor as it is, 


the plight of New York City left more than its own 
administration pale and shaken. It also did a good job of 
unnerving the rest of the nation and the financial com- 
munity as well. 


New York may be the most extreme example, but 


cities throughout the country, from the largest metro- 
polises to the smallest urban area, are in the same boat. 
They. too. need money to supply the public's ever-in- 
creasing demand for services, and the tax load is al- 
ready a crushing burden to the majority of wage 
earners and small-to-medium companies. 


Their only recourse is the bond market (we floated 


one in Monroe County to finance the transfer of Pleas- 
ant Valley Manor) and that market is all but closed to 
offers except at record-high interest rates since New- 
York City began to crumble. 


The ironies we mentioned reflect this problem. It 


was the extra-generous pension programs that had a 
great deal to do with burdening the city's finances; it 
was the pension funds that helped it avoid defaulting on 
obligations for the time being. And generous pensions, 
which have proven to be actuarily unsound, are a fact of 
labor contract life all over the nation, waiting to claim 
the financial health of cities and states within a few 
short years. 


The hefty welfare system that so weighs down New 


York City is one legislated in great part by Washington, 
B.C. — which now refuses to help the city. The same 
welfare legislation is busily working to weaken the fi- 
nancial standing of local and slate governments every- 
where. 


The greatest irony is that the Ford administration, 


which is presiding over the highest deficits in our his- 
tory, even ignoring inflation, is chastening New York 
City for fiscal prodigality. . .and refusing to do any thing 
to help. That's a negative precedent which bodes ill for 
any other state or municipal government which, en- 
couraged by the Washington example, may have gotten 
in over its head and may seek federal assistance in the 
near future. 


Is the Big Apple rotten to the core'.' No, it is simply 


serving as it historically has — as weathervane of the 
nation, swinging with winds of change and pointing to 
where the rest of the nation is going. If that analogy 
holds true, then New York City's plight will be visited 
on the rest of us some day, and we should also be pale 
and shaken. 


Those who feel they can laugh at the Big Apple 


now may reflect on the satisfying myth of those who 
laugh last.

The thought of a daily morning and afternoon 
briefing by the government on the Patty Hearst 
case is a little startling after so many years of 
judicial gag orders, but there it is. 


It appears that the cozy, symbiotic rela- 


tionship between maniac reporters, publicity- 
mad judges and politically thirsty prosecutors 
has been re-established in the Oliver J. Carter 
Press Room. Carter is the chief U.S. District 
Judge here and the gentleman who got the fed- 


• eral building maintenance bureaucracy back in 
Washington to allow the removal of the plastic, 
louvered shades in the press room, thereby 
meriting the dedication of that chamber to his 
honorable self while also gaining a fragment of 
media immortality. 


As he waits for Stevenson to arrive, one of 


the reporters is on the phone, relaying mes- 
sages from the distinguished jurist's secretary 
to the assembled 
mass communication 


"ghouls." as Patty's mother referred to us the 
other day in a forgivable moment of on-camera 
irritation. "She says the judge (who is occa- 
sionally called Old Reversible behind his back) 
says the preliminary psychiatrists' report has 
been filed and sealed." the reporter announces 
to all.

thing in this case," somebody wisecracks, "so 
they'll probably leak the contents by phone."

Everything else has indeed been made public, 
down to the fact that Patty's apartment con- 
tained "one white and yellow cardboard box 
bearing the name Elura Quality Hair Goods" 
and "one red woman's nightie with panties." 


In the midst of what the crime writers 


might call a welter of wisecracks, Theo Wilson, 
The New York Daily News' star word writer, 
emitted a noise of unprintable meaning. "If 
they don't produce Patty or something around 
here soon, I'll have a choice of going home or 
interviewing Squeaky (Fromme) again." 


Then in the manner of a baseball manager 


announcing the next appearance on the mound 
of his 25-game winner, Stevenson enters, ac- 
companied by an FBI agent, to tell everyone 
when Patty would next be put on exhibition in a 
courtroom. Since Stevenson's understanding of 
the exact procedural state of the case differs in 
minor detail from that of Judge Carter's secre- 
tary, jokes are proffered on the general theme 
of federal law enforcement inefficiency. 
"There is levity in the press room today," the 
FBI agent observes, whereupon somebody 
from a Chicago paper wants to know the color 
of the agent's socks. 


Another question is tossed at Stevenson, 


who replies by saying "let's go on back- 
ground," to which someone moans, "Oh, Jeee- 
sus!" Before Stevenson turned up with his 
Washington, D.C., ways, on-the-record and off- 
the-record were the only distinctions the media 


had to contend with. The Justice Department 
man is accused of introducing such eastern 
seaboard subtleties as "background" 
and 


"deep background," and on-the-record-but-not- 
for-atlribution and off-the-record-but-for-attri- 
bution. 


Stevenson is playing the only new role in 


this production of "The Front Page" in contem- 
porary dress. Back in the time the play was 
written, government agencies didn't have 
flacks, but Stevenson has learned to talk like 
the perpetually dissatisified, complaining re- 
porters with whom he works: "I'm going broke 
out here on a $39 a day per diem in a town as 
expensive as San Francisco, and that doesn't 
count the laundry, so if I'm aromatic some- 
times you know why." 


The media aroma is a lot stronger than 


Bob Stevenson's unwashed socks. Caught up in 
the biggest mass communications gang-bang 
since the Dr. Sam Sheppard murder case, the 
boys and the girls of medialand have been play- 
ing hare and hound with Patty for a year and a 
half. The story of the three Los Angeles Times 
reporters searching for Tania in the hoochy- 
koochy parlors of Hong Kong has been told, but 
there are others yet to be narrated. Like the re- 
porter who was contacted by a group called the 
Tribal Thumb. Lured on by promises of getting 
to Patty, she allowed herself to be blindfolded 


by the Thumb and driven through the night to a 
meeting place, where she was lectured and 
hectored by yet another group of soidisant rev- 
olutionaries composed of a black ex-con and his 
simpy, white college student followers. At four 
in the morning she was re-blindfolded, given a 
pair of pants to wear under skirl, dumped on 
the rear of a molorcycle and driven in freezing 
cold and fright back home. 


The question always was who would get to 


Patty first. Would it be the FBI or the movie 
producers, the book agents or the media? The 
book industry won when Jack Scott put a meta- 
phorical second snatch on her, kept her and her 
pals in seclusion on a Pennsylvania farm while 
he sucked book material out of them, and then 
chucked them back in the water for the FBI to 
hook, or so the Rolling Stone scoop would lead 
us to believe. 


In the Oliver J. Carter Press Room, Theo 


Wilson, who never makes the mistake of dress- 
ing up a sexy crime story in pop sociology, has 
a foot up on the desk and she's not discussing 
the issue of fair trail versus free press. She is 
explaining that she and her chums are writing 
a musical comedy about Patty, her kidnap- 
pings, her conversions and her adventures: 
"We're gonna call it, 'Blow in My Ear and I'll 
Follow You Anywhere.' "

WASHINGTON — It is evident that an un- 


expectedly strong conservative tide is running 
in- the nation. It is gathering momentum. It 
goes well beyond the sudden turn to fiscal san- 
ity in New York City. 


There has been nothing like it since the 


wave of resentment which swept the country 
after F.D.R. sought to pack the Supreme Court 
in 1937, after which the Democrats lost 75 seats 
in the House of Representatives. 


Today this gathering conservative trend is 


uniting the Republicans behind two thoroughly 
conservative presidential candidates, Gerald 
Ford and Ronald Reagan, and leaving the GOP 
liberals with little influence. 


It is dividing the Democrats into two oppos- 


ing factions. There is the Democratic Party in 
Congress which remains free-spending and de- 
dicated to piling new federal programs on top 
of old. And there is now the Democratic Party 
at the state and local level which is respond- 
ing to a wave of popular sentiment against big 
bureaucracy, big spending and pervasive gov- 
ernment intervention. 


The effect of all this is to move the political 


center of the nation visibly to the right. 


Evidence is substantial 


The evience is substantial. The highly re- 


spected liberal Democratic governor of Wiscon- 
sin, Parick Lucey, puts the conservative theme 
in these words: 


"We are beginning to recognize that there 


are limits to what government can and should 
do. The day is past when a Wisconsin governor 
can present a budget which is nothing more 


than a catalogue of goodies offering a little 
something for everybody." 


The liberal Democratic governors of Cali- 


fornia and Massachusetts have been talking in 
the same vein for months. Gov. Hugh Carey of 
New York, who supported all the big-spending 
programs when he was in Congress, is now pro- 
claiming: "The days of wine and roses are 
over." 


Colorado Gov. Richard Lamm sees the 


United States heading toward an "economic 
Dunkirk" if it doesn't return to economic pru- 
dence. 


The theme stressed by young Edmund 


(Jerry) Brown of California shows how closely 
the "reformed Democrats" are coming to the 
kind of conservatism Republicans used to 
praise but lately rarely practiced. His premise 
is that "less government is better." The old Re- 
publican slogan one was that "government 
which governs least, governs best." 


There is no present evidence that the radi- 


cally new tack state and local Democrats are 
taking is influencing the Democrats in Con- 
gress. 


But the intellectuals behind the national 


Democrats are beginning to see the light. For 
example, Ted Van Dyk, who was a top policy 
adviser in both the Humphrey and McGovern 
presidential campaigns, is now giving this un- 
orthodox advice to his party: 


"The first 1,000 days of new Democratic 


Presidency . . . should include a ruthless re-ex- 
amination of every federally funded and adi- 
minstrative agency and program."

'Operation Startrek' mission: Catch drug smugglers 


WASHINGTON — The NORAD radar track- 


ing system, which the Air Force established to 
intercept enemy bombers, has been turned 
against drug smugglers. 


"Operation Startrek," as the secret spot- 


ting system is called, was put into effect by the 
Customs Service on September 20. Already, the 
sophisticated radar has picked up a dozen 
border-hopping planes, which used to have easy 
air access to the U.S. 


Numerous other vehicles, including a mo- 


torcycle, have also been intercepted. More than 
20 suspected traffickers have been arrested, 
and 10,000 pounds of high-grade marijuana has 
been seized. The total haul is worth well over $2 
million. 


Just as NORAD would spot an incoming 


enemy bomber, its radar system can also pick 
up smaller craft flying without pre-filed flight 
plans. The radar feeds this information into a 
computer bank, which notifies Customs agents 
of the plane's exact location. 


Then, as at wartime fighter bases, the Cus- 


toms pilots "scramble" and pursue the un- 
known craft. Three days after "Startrek" 
-began, a Cessna plane with 1,000 pounds of 
marijuana aboard was tracked down. Just a 
few days ago, a Piper with 2,600 pounds on 
board was naiied.

Seizures have been made in Arizona, Cali- 


fornia and New Mexico. This has required a 
unique cooperative effort between the Customs 
Service and Air Force, supported by both fed- 
eral and local authorities. 


On October 3, for instance, the Customs 


"Startrekkers" alerted New Mexico state po- 
lice who seized a plane and 1,700 pounds of 
marijuana. 


Under the "Startrek" program, more than 


100 planes have been targeted as suspects. 
Many were lost at first as the new system was 
put into effect. But in the last few days, the 
coordination has improved, and the net has 
been drawing tighter on the smugglers. 


Footnote: We held up this story until the 


Customs Service became convinced that word 
of "Operation Startrek." had leaked out. Com- 
missioner Vernon Acree confirmed the success 
of the program. "It has exceeded our highest 
expectations," he told us. "At last we have a 
handle on the problem. It's a 
major 


breakthrough."

Judge Jefferson Davis of the Cherokee Circuit 
Court has been threatening defendants with 
longer sentences if they insist upon exercising 
their constitutional right to appeal. 


Several defendants, who have been sen- 


tenced by Judge Davis, have also complained 
about physical beatings. The FBI is investigat- 
ing police brutality and civil rights violations 
under the judge's jurisdiction. 


The judge wrote to one defendant's lawyer, 


Darvin R. Purdy of Atlanta, offering this deal: 
"No appeal would be filed if I consented to let 
your client work on the garbage detail for a.six 
months' period. If you desire an appeal, it 
would be my purpose to let the 12 months' sen- 
tence stand." 


Another attorney, Robert Benham of Car- 


tersville, Ga., told us a similar, improper deal 
had been offered to his client. Judge Davis also 
sentenced two young blacks to seven months in 
the slammer for refusing to move their vehicle 
from the highway. The sentence was later re- 
duced to six weeks. 


Footnote: The judge at first declined com- 


ment but then said: "Yes . . . I'm certainly not 
going through an appeals case if I'm going to 
give them work release sentences. That's a 
compassionate gesture." There is no evidence 
that he had anything to do with the beatings 


Slash college costs through Advanced Placement

If your school participates in the Advanced 


Placement Program, you may be able to slash 
your college costs by gaining college credit at 
more than 1,500 colleges and universities across 
the nation. You even may start college as a 
sophomore and take a three-year (instand of a 
four-year) B.A. degree. But to make these pos- 
sibilities available to you, your high school 
principal must return your school's Advanced 
Placement participation form to the College 
Entrance Examination Board by Nov. 1. 


Thus, this column is an urgent reminder to 


you and your school to meet the November 
deadline for a program that will save you both 
time and major sums of money. If, for in- 
stance, you had been one of the students who 
last year earned the required grades on an AP 
exam, you could have received the equivalent 
of six to eight semester hours or 10 to 12 
quarter hours of credit, and saved up to $1,000. 
If you were granted a full year of college credit, 
you could have saved from $2,000 to $5,000. 


To give you an even more specific illustra- 


lion, Cliff Baumen, a senior who graduated in 
1074 from Baysidc High School in Queens, N.Y., 


Sylvia Porter 


entered the State University of New York at 
Binghamton this fall. As a result of his perfor- 
mance on AP exams, he is recieving one year 
of college credit in biology and one full semes- 
ter of credit in American history and calculus. 


Credit by examination is the most preva- 


lent method by which colleges grant credit for 
what you already know — and in 1974 alone, 
more than 65,000 students from coast to coast 
wrote over 85,000 Advanced Placement exams. 


More than 35,000 high schools — an in- 


crease of 4 per cent over the prvious year — of- 
fered advanced placement courses to their stu- 
dents in 15 subject-matter areas: English, 
calculus (two courses), American history, Eu- 
ropean history, biology, chemistry, physics 
(three courses), classics (two courses), studio 
art, history of art, music, French language, 
French literature, German literature, Spanish 
literature. Of the more than 1,500 colleges and 
universities awarding Advanced Placement, 
college credit, or both to AP students, about 200 


colleges consider acceptable grades on three or 
more AP exams as evidence that the student 
has done work comparable to a year's college 
program. 


Through AP, more than 5,500 students are 


potentially eligible for sophomore standing 
each year. At Harvard alone this past Sep- 
tember, 290 students were considered eligible 
for sophomore standing as a result of (heir per- 
formance on the exams. 


Each May, students write thousands of 


essays and objective examinations covering the 
knowledge they have gained in AP courses dur- 
ing the year. The essay exams are read and 
graded on a five-point scale by approximately 
425 teachers and professors who gather from 
all over the country at the annual Advanced 
Placement reading in June. Each student's 
paper and the reader's grade is reported to the 
student's college. 


Even if your school does not have an offi- 


cial Advanced Placement program, look into 
the possibility of taking the AP exams. Schools 
offer 
college-level 
learning experiences in 


many forms — such as an honors class, a 


strong regular course, tutorial, or independent 
study. 


In fact, among the 60,063 Advanced Place- 


ment participants in 1974, nearly 3,000 studied 
for and took the AP tests on their own. In art 
and music, more than 20 per cent of all candi- 
dates were independent learners. 


The fee is $29 per examination — substan- 


tially less than you would pay for a college 
course for one semester. 


AP is only one of two national programs of 


college credit by examination, the other being 
the College-Level 
Examination Program 


(CLEP). Both are sponsored by the College 
Board. Also widely used are the College Profi- 
ciency Tests, offered through the New York 
State Dept. of Education. (Details on these in a 
future column.) But if you are interested in 
learning more about AP — and I remind you 
again, your school's time for eligibility next 
year is growing short—ask your counselor or 
teacher if you can get AP courses.

The 
time zone changes in a wavy 
line between Louisville and 
Bowling Green. 


Another realization: 
once 


you get to Hattiesburg, Miss, 
and look up .you find you're 
west of places like Fort Wayne 
and 
Chicago. 
While you 


thought you were 
driving 


pretty much south, you were 
going almost as much west. 


The kids — and their kids — 


are healthy, like what they're 
doing and where they're living. 
Yup, even in Hattiesburg. It 
was a dandy, easy trip. 


Except for Tulsa, where 


they're putting a skyscraper 
up in the middle of a highway 
but are short on detour signs, 
the only delay came on the 
final lap. About a mile east 
from where 380 curves into 
confluence with 1-80 in the Po- 
conos, construction limited 
traffic to one lane. On Sunday 
night two lanes would have 
been crowded. It cost about 25 
minutes which by that lime we 
could afford. It was much 
tougher on the carloads of kids 
mom and dad were trying to 
gel home for dinner in New 
Jersey after a 100-mile trip 
into the mountains.

Selection of kitchen utensils 
makes a difference in cooking 


EASTON — Perhaps you are 


thinking of getting yourself a 
new set of pots and pans. You 
will see many different kinds 
advertised. In today's energy 
crunch, it will pay you to look 
further than surface appear- 
ance. Make your first consi- 
deration energy 
efficiency, 


then select a style which ap- 
peals to you. 


Any pot or pan chould be 


easy for you to keep clean. It 
should have straight sides and 


flat smooth bottom to make 


firm contact with the surface 
unit. (This is particularly im- 
portant if your range has a 
thermostatically 
controlled 


surface unit.) 


Avoid pots with recessed bot- 


toms and grooves. 
Discard 


pans which are 
dented or 


warped . . . these not only 
waste heat, but can shorten the 
life of the surface unit. 


Every pan should have a 


snug-fitting lid to hold heat in 
the pot and speed up the cook- 
ing process. The temperature 
in a covered pan can be as 
much as 20 degrees higher 
than an uncovered pan, and 
thus hasten cooking time. 


The sizes you select will re- 


late to your family size and the 
foods you usually cook. The 
right size pan will hold the food 
comfortably 
without 
over- 


crowding, but not be so big 
that you need an excessive 
amount of water or a large sur- 
face unit when a small will do. 


Consider medium weight alu- 


minum. It conducts heat even- 
ly and quickly. Although it 
may discolor, it is fairly sim- 
ple to keep shiny bright. 


Stainless steel 
needs a 


partner. Used alone, this mate- 
rial heats slowly and unevenly. 


Books by phone 


But if it has a bottom of copper 
or aluminum, these objections 
are overcome and the material 
is an energy-saver. Stainless 
steel is quite easy to keep 
clean, but pot bottoms will 
need special attention. 


Glass saves energy. 
When 


you bake in ovenproof glass, 
you should always lower oven 
temperature 
25 degrees if 


using a recipe developed with 
metal pans. If you use glass 
for surface cooking, always 
use a wire grid to prevent 
breakage. 


Glass-Ceramic is stronger 


than ordinary oven proof glass, 
and is resistant to temperature 
changes. For instance, a glass 
ceramic casserole can be 
moved from the freezer into a 
preheated oven. However, this 
material is not ideal for. fry 
pans, since it heats unevenly 
and changes temperature slow- 
ly. 


Earthenware is a good choice 


for oven use. It conducts heat 
slowly and evenly and retains 
it well so it is excellent for cas- 
seroles. However, it is likely to 


craze, crack or break if impro- 
perly handled. 


A Pressure Cooker is well 


worth considering. It is the 
best energy-saver of all. Be- 
cause the temperature inside a 
pressure cooker may be as 
high as 250 deg. F., it cooks 
food 
in approximately 
one- 


third the time needed in a con- 
ventional pan. This adds up to 
fuel savings, especially with 
less tender cuts of meat. 


Look over your collection of 


pots and pans. Be sure they 
will help you to 
efficiently 


manage the energy in your 
range.

Analysis 
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Even hurricanes can't 
budge state legislature

HARRISBURG - Even memories of hurri- 


canes Agnes and Eloise can't prod the Pennsyl- 
vania legislature into acting swiftly on a matter 
of vital concern to flood-prone communities - 
pending legislation to give the state power to 
regulate construction in flood plains. 


Ever since Agnes, the state Department of 


Environmental Resources has been calling for 
the legislature to enact a law giving DER the 
right to say what can and cannot be built in 
flood areas. 


Legislation introduced in the months imme- 


diately following hurricane Agnes in 1972 died 
when the legislature's 1971-72 term expired. 
The bill hadn't been given much consideration 
when the session ended, and the bill died. 


In 1973, Sen. Franklin L. Kury began his 


first term in the Senate by introducing legisla- 
tion to give DER the power to regulate flood 
plain construction. 


But the bill died when the 1973-74 legislative 


session expired last year. The Senate had 
passed it, but it sat in the House of Representa- 
tives for months. 


When the 1974-75 legislative term began in 


January, Kury began a big push to get the flood 
plain bill approved by the legislature. 


But by September, the move to enact the 


bill was losing momentum. The Senate had 
passed the bill, but once again, the bill was 
being sidelined in the House. 


Then, along came hurricane Eloise and the 


flood of 1975, the Susquehanna River's third 
worst flood in 110 years. 


Within a week after the Eloise flood, the 


Kury bill was approved by the House. 


But opponents of the bill had amended it so 


that by .the time the House passed it, the bill 
differed from the bill passed earlier by the Sen- 
ate.

This meant the bill had to go to a House- 


Senate conference committee appointed 
to 


work out a compromise bill acceptable to both 
chambers. 


Last Tuesday, the committee, albeit with 


some controversy, produced a compromise bill, 
and Kury, the committee chairman, announced 
there was an excellent chance the Senate would 
vote to approve or reject the conference report 
on Wednesday. 


Had the Senate acted Wednesday, the bill 


could have been considered by the House 
Thursday. 


But the Senate did not act on the bill 


Wednesday. Kury said he couldn't get the need- 
ed signatures 
from conference 
committee 


members on the conference bill in time to gel it' 
printed before the Senate convened Wednesday. 
Since the Senate doesn't consider bills unless 
they have been printed, this meant the Senate 
couldn't consider the conference bill Wednes- 
day, 


And since the Senate is always eager to 


recess, the bill cannot be considered until mid- 
November. This is because the Senate decided 
to break early last week. 


Because (he Senate didn't act en the bill, 


the House couldn't act on the bill last week 
even though the House was scheduled to be in 
session Thursday. This is because of protocol. 
Since Kury introduced the legislation initially, 
and because Kury is a senator, the Senate is 
the first to consider a conference report, Kury 
explained. 


The senator said he doesn't expect the 


delay to hurt the bill's eventual chances for 
passage. 


However, had the legislature acted prompt- 


ly last week, there was a chance the bill could 
have been approved by both chambers and sub- 
mitted to Gov. Shapp for his signature. 


But the legislature did not act speedily last 


week. 


It rarely does. 


System needs overhaul 


I am confused. Are there dif- 


ferent types of fibroid tumors 
of the uterus? Is one more dan- 
gerous than the other? Must 
they all be removed by sur- 
gery?

Dear Mrs. E.: 


All fibroid tumors of the 


uterus (womb) are considered 
to be benign or noncancerous. 


The main difference is their 


position in the uterus. 


The greatest number of fi- 


broids grow within the muscle 
wall of the uterus. A smaller 
number are attached to the 
outer covering of the womb, 
and still others originate in the 
inner lining of the womb. 


These benign noncancerous 


tumors are not in themselves 
dangerous. Occasionally, fi- 
broids reach a large size and 
may cause pressure on the 
bladder. Consequently, urinary 
symptoms are produced. 


Similarly, by their large size, 


pressure may be made on the 
large bowl and produce symp- 
toms related to it. 


These tumors are recognized 


quickly during routine vaginal 
examination. Once a diagnosis 
is made, the fibroid tumor is 
inspected 
regularly 
by the 


doctor who determines the kind 
of treatment he believes will 
be most effective. 


When fibroid tumors grow 


large and produce symptoms 
of pressure, or when there is 
unusual bleeding during or be- 
tween menstrual periods, the 
possibility of surgery is consid- 
ered. 


In some instances it is poss- 


ible to "shell out" a fibroid 
itumor without removing the 
uterus.

legislature. 


So herewith is a 
modest 


proposal: 


Abolish all legislative com- 


mittees and replace them with 
eight new ones whose titles 
describe 
their 
duties. 
This 


would streamline a cumber- 
some system and perhaps save 
some tax money. What follows 
are some suggested names. 


The Committee of Happiness 


and Delight: This committee 
would handle all pay increases 
for 
legislators 
and arrange 


junkets 
and 
dinners 
with 


lobbyists. 


This function is currently 


spread among all the commit- 
tees, so putting it in one would 
probably 
save 
tax 
money. 


There may have to be a 
Wildlife Management Subcom- 
mittee to arrange nights out on 
the town for legislators while 
they are in session. 


The 
Committee of 
Dead 


Ends: This committee's job 
would be to kill legislation. This 
new 
committee 
would 
be 


especially useful in handling 
reform bills and gubernatorial 
nominations 
to 
the 
Public 


Utility Commission. 


It also would make reporters' 


jobs easier. For instance, when 
the House finally passes a 
legislative code of ethics this 
year we'll have to waste words 
and space telling you how the 
Senate is going to kill the bill. 


Wouldn't it be much better to 


read a news story that says: 


"The 
Pennsylvania 
House 


today passed a tough new code 
of ethics for legislators and the 
bill was immediately sent to 
the Senate Dead End Commit- 
tee." 


The Committee of Under- 


standing: The special interests 
need their own committee and 
this is it. This is where legisla- 
tors could reach an under- 
standing with lobbyists about 
bills. 


There would have to be a 


Subcommittee on Incredible 
Deals to handle outrageous 
legislation like the teachers' 
pension bill. 


The Committee of Hatred and 


Spite: This committee would 
consolidate all the partisan 
fighting, outrageous charges 
and low blows into one neat 
package. 


It could hold investigations 


that savage innocent people. 


There would have to be a 
Subcommittee 
on Righteous 


Indignation, composed of mem- 
bers of the minority because 
there is no end to the (moral 
outrage of a party out of power. 


The Committee of Hysteria: 


This committee would special- 
ize in handling bills that deal 
with morality and race. Since 
there 
is no logic to. such 


debates, its job would be to 
hold hearings across the state 
where 
people can 
get up, 


scream, shout, shake their fists 
and generally have a good 
time. 


The Committee of Unbridled 


Ambition: This is a committee 


where legislators out to make 
names 
for 
themselves 
get 


unlimited 
funds 
to conduct 


needless 
investigations 
de- 


signed to get their names in 
the papers. 


The Committee of Money 


Changing: This all-important 
committee will take your tax 
money and change it into the 
state's without leaving you any 
change. 


The Committee of Quality 


Legislation: This 
committee 


will handle the good bills and 
significant 
legislation 
t h a t 


somehow survive the General 
Assembly. It will meet once 
every two years.

If allergy is the cause, anti- 


histamine drugs prescribed by 
your doctor will help. 


Although you may live a con- 


siderable distance from your 
doctor, it is important that this 
condition be seen by him so 
that the exact diagnosis can be

and a specific

possible to test eyes for glasses 
by a machine, without need of 
a doctor.

At the present 
time, they cannot substitute 
for the individual interpreta- 
tion that only an eye specialist 
can give to the patient.

Declarer was Jean Besse, 


Swiss star, and the hand was 
played in the annual European 
championship. Besse realized, 
when dummy came down, that 
East almost surely had the ace 
of spades for his four heart bid 
— and consequently there was 


little chance of making the 
slam by simply playing a 
spade toward the king in the 
hope of finding West with the 
ace. 


Instead, after winning the 


heart lead with the ace and 
cashing the A-K-Q of clubs and 
four diamond tricks, 
Besse 


crossed to dummy with a 
trump, producing this position:

STROUDSBURG - A federal 


agency has recommended to 
Stroudsburg Gas Company that 
it revise its safety procedures 
as the result of an investiga- 
tion into the June 17 gas explo- 
sion that destroyed a home at 
505 King St., Stroudsburg. The 
explosion resulted'in the death 
of 
its 
occupant, 82-year-old 


Victor M ion. 


In-a letter to Rae Cornwall, 


manager of the Stroudsburg 
Gas Company, the National 
Transportation Safety Board 
described what it found in its 
investigation and made two 
recommendations. 


The first 
recommendation 


was that Stroudsburg Gas Co. 
review and revise its emer- 
gency procedures and its em- 
ploye training program to in- 
sure that houses in a suspected 
leakage area are entered and 
checked for gas. 


The board found in the Mion 


case that- although neighbors 
had twice complained of strong 
gas odors in the area, gas com- 
pany personnel only checked 
the exteriors of the houses. 
They did not enter them. 


The second recommendation 


was that Stroudsburg Gas 
Company review and revise its 
service 
abandonment proce- 


dures to insure that all service 
lines reported abandoned have 
been cut and capped at the 
main. 


The investigation showed gas 


had been leaking from a corro- 
sion hole in a service line that 
had been capped in the base- 
ment of the Mion house. 


There had been no gas ser- 


vice to the house in more than 
eight years, according to the 
letter. After the accident, the 
gas company exposed the ser- 
vice line at its connection with 


the gas main under the street 
in front of the house. 


They found the service line 


was 
still connected to the 


main, .although a work order, 
dated Oct. 23, 1973, indicated 
that the service line had been 
disconnected from the main 
and capped at that time. 


The 
investigation 
also 


showed the gas was leaking at 
several 
locations under the 


street, as well as at the corro- 
sion hole in the house. 


A Public Utility Commission 


(PUC) 
investigation in July 


had revealed the gas company 
records showed that gas lines 
to Mion's home and a nearby 
residence had been shut off, so 


the workers only checked in 
the street, not in neighboring 
homes as gas safety proce- 
dures require. 


Cornwall, the gas company 


manager and safety director 
for Penn Fuel Gas, the parent. 
firm which owns the company 
and 19 others, could not be 
reached for comment. 


ESSC president disagrees 
with Pa, cost-cutting plan 


EAST STROUDSBURG - 


The state 
could ask East 


Stroudsburg 
State College 


(ESSC) to virtually close its 
health center, hike tuition and 
room charges if a committee 
investigating the state college 
system has its way. 


A panel of businessmen ap- 


pointed by Gov. Milton J. 
Shapp to economize in the 
state college system has rec- 
ommended that ESSC's health 
center be closed, and the build- 
ing converted into a dormitory. 


The committee suggested the 


health staff of one doctor, four 
nurses and a secretary be re- 
duced to one nurse to save 
$100,000 a year.

Holmes also rejected

As for converting the center 


into a dormitory, Holmes said 
the committee's survey of 
ESSC was taken during the 
summer, when there was a 
shortage of student housing. 


Through arrangements with 


local hotels, 140 students who 
were tripling up in dormitory 
rooms now have places to live, 
he said. 


Converting the health center 


to a dormitory would only pro- 
vide 10 to 20 additional spaces 
for students, he commented. 


The panel of businessmen 


also recommended 
colleges 


hike the cost per credit from 
$25 to $33, effectively raising 
the annual tuition fee from 
$800 to $990. 


"I am totally and categori- 


cally opposed to that," Holmes 


said. "That is ridiculous. I feel 
that our generation owes this 
generation a chance for an ed- 
ucation." 


Holmes added a hike in tu- 


ition on top of this year's $50 
increase will price middle-in- 
come students out of an educa- 
tion. 


However, the cost of main- 


taining dormitories will push 
the college's -room charge up 
$72 next year to $504 a year, he 
said. 


The committee would like to 


see the charge rise by at least 
$60 at each of 14 state colleges 
and university. 


A committee recommenda- 


tion that faculty be pushed to 
increase their workloads by 10 
per cent is a negotiable item 
and should be handled by the 
state, he added.

Canoeing on Delaware popular, safe during season

DELAWARE WATER GAP 


— The rhythmic tapping of 
paddles upon the cool murky 
waters of the Delaware River 
paused briefly. 


The canoeists had stopped to 


admire the spectacular beauty 
of the 
fall foliage as they 


rounded the bend before the 
toll bridge at Delaware Water 


Gap. 


The tapping resumed, fol- 


lowed by a sudden splash. 


The canoe had capsized, sub- 


merging its occupants in the 
50-degree water. 


Although both were good 


swimmers, 
the cold 
water 


dulled their senses, making 
coordination of movement dif- 
ficult. 


If the water had been colder, 


they would have had a good 
chance of suffering shock and 
drowning. 


The National Park Service, 


U.S. 
Geologic Survey 
and 


various canoe liveries do not 
recommend canoeing in the 
Delaware once Ihe water tem- 


perature dips below 50 degrees 
or so. 


National Park Service Chief 


Ranger Jim 
Arnott said, 


"When you capsize in a low 
water 
temperature, 
your 


chances of survival are less 
than when the water is warm. 
It's a condition called hypoth- 
ermia due to the shock effect 
of the cold water and emerging 
into the cold air." 


Hypothermia is a medical 


term for a subnormal body 
temperature. 


"We get a lot of calls, asking 


'is it safe?' — and we tell them 
it depends on the individual." 
said Robert E. Fish, Delaware 
River Water Master for the 
U.S. Geologic Survey. 


"If a person is thrown into 


real cold water, the shock 
would be kind of bad," he 
added. 


The beginning and end of 


rental season for canoe liveries 
along the Delaware depends on 
the water temperature. 


"We don't believe in sending 


canoes out on the Delaware 
when

Rain erases old pitching plans 


BOSTON (UPI) - The sixth game of the 


World Series between the Cincinnati Reds and 
Boston Red Sox was postponed by rain for the 
second consecutive day Sunday and resche- 
duled for tonight, but Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn said he was' 'not very optimistic'' weather 
conditions would allow the series to continue 
before Tuesday. 


The commissioner said if the sixth game is 


played tonight, the seventh game, if nec- 
essary, would be played Tuesday, but no start- 
ing time has yet been announced. Kuhn said his 
inclination was toward a night game Tuesday, 
but he would wait for a weather report before 
making a final decision. 


The rainout marks the first time since 1962 


the World Series has been delayed more than 
one day by foul weather. The San Francisco 
Giants and New York Yankees were rained out 
three straight days at San Francisco that year. 


Sunday's postponement changed the pitch- 


ing plans of Red Sox manager Darrell Johnson 
for the sixth game. Johnson now will go with 
his ace, right-hander Luis Tiant,'who already 
pitched two complete game victories in the 
series. Southpaw Bill Lee, who had been sched- 
uled to pitch the sixth game for Boston, will be 
the seventh game pitcher, if the series goes 
that far. 


Reds Manager Sparky Anderson originally 


said he would stick with Jack Billingham as his 
sixth-game starter but a few hours later an- 
nounced that he will switch to Gary Nolan. 
Nolan pitched four innings in the tliird game, 
allowing three hits and a run before leaving 
with a stiff neck. Southpaw [Jon Gullett. the 
hard-throwing lefthander who beat the Red Sox 
in the fifth game, will be Cincinnati's starter if 
there is a seventh game. 


"I'm angered, shocked and upset," said 


Billingham on learning that he had been 
dropped as the starter for the sixth game. "We 
had pretty good relievers all season. I don't see 
why all of a sudden they need me as a reliever. 
I pitched well here last week giving up only one 
earned run in 5 2-3 innings and the other ran 
came on (George) Foster's misplay in left 
field." 


"I expected him to be upset," said Ander- 


son. "If he wasn't, he wouldn't'be worth any- 
thing." 


The Reds worked out indoors Sunday at

being in Big Ten isn't fun

The Big Ten is a form of flattery for eight 


mediocre college football teams. 


The "Big Two-Little Eight" tab is even 


being overly generous. 


After what the Big Two did Saturday, 


"tiny" may be a better word to precede 
"eight." 


Ohio State, the nation's No. 1 ranked team, 


pounced on Wisconsin, 56-0, and Michigan, the 
No. 7 team, humiliated Northwestern, 69-0. 


The Buckeyes and Wolverines thus relieved 


a lot of frustrations at the expense of their infe- 
rior conference foes. Both Ohio State and Mi- 
chigan had unusually tough early season sched- 
ules. 


The battering of Wisconsin was especially 


bitter to the Big Ten because the Badgers were 
supposed to join Michigan State this year in 
cracking the Big Two. Both Wisconsin and Mi- 
chigan State were preseason Top 20 picks and 
both were viewed as prospective Rose Bowl 
particpants. 


But Wisconsin lost both of its games with 


the Big Two as did Michigan State. 


Wisconsin fumbled 10 times Saturday to all 


but chromeplate the victory for Ohio State. 
Pete Johnson scored twice for the Buckeyes 
with Archie Griffin, Cornelius Greene, Tim 
Fox, Lou Williolt, Jeff Logan and Rod Gerald 
also registering touchdowns. 


"Ohio State is as good a football team as 


you will find in the country and when we make 


these mistakes it just makes it worse," said 
Wisconsin Coach John Jardine. 


The Buckeyes held Wisconsin tailback Billy 


Marek, an all-Big Ten and honorable mention 
all-America selection last season, to just 37 
yards, leaving him still 75 yards short of the 
3,000 yard career rushing mark. 


Johnson's two touchdowns gave him 16 for 


the season, four short of the Ohio State single 
season record set in 1972 by another big bruis- 
ing Buckeye fullback, Harold Hensori. Griffin 
rushed for 107 yards in slightly more than two 
quarters of play to extend his string of consecu- 
tive regular season games of 100 or more yards 
to 27. 


Michigan unleashed a devastatingly bal-

Opposing the action before 


Superior Court Judge Robert 
Muir is the hospital in which 
the young woman is being 
cared for, the New Jersey 
Attorney 
General 
and 
the 


county prosecutor. 


At issue is the legal question 


of 
whether Mr. 
and Mrs. 


Joseph T. Quinlan have the 
right on religious grounds to 
take 21-year-old Karen Ann off 
the machine to let her die 
naturally 
with "grace and 


dignity." 


Karen has been in a coma in 


St. Clare's Hospital in Denville, 
N.J., since April 14 when she 
suffered 
respiratory 
failure 


after taking a combination of 
tranquilizers and alcohol. 


Paul 
W. Armstrong, the 


family's attorney, has argued 
that the Roman Catholic family 
believes that no extraordinary 
life-sustaining 
mechanisms 


should be used to keep Karen 
alive. 


"They 
believe 
that 
life- 


influencing decisions are to be 
left to the individual and the 


family ... and that such life- 
influencing decisions are to be 
based on the spiritual best 
interests of the persons affec- 
ted," Armstrong said. 


The family says that it is 


"cruel and unusual" to keep 
their daughter on the machine 
since the "dignity, beauty, 
promise and meaning of earthly 
life (has) vanished." 


But the New Jersey Attorney 


General, the attending physi- 
cians and the county prosecutor 
have 
opposed 
the 
family's 


request because they say it 
would be murder. 


Attorney General William F. 


Hyland said the state's primary 
interest is protecting life and 
that the Quinlan's religious 
freedom does not include the 
liberty to choose death. 


"The right to life is fun- 


damental," said Hyland. "Even 
if 
the 
right 
to 
privacy 


encompassed a right to elect 
death, Karen Quinlan is incapa- 
ble of making that choice." 


The family also argued Miss 


Quinlan had asked her parents 
not to subject her to extraordi- 
nary medical procedures that 
would delay her death in the 
event of terminal illness. 


But Daniel R. Coburn, the 


court-appointed guardian for 
Miss Quinlan, said that argu- 
ment 
will probably not be 


admissible in court because 


there is no concrete evidence to 
support the claim. 


"Karen's medical condition is 


thai of at least a severely 
retarded person — one with a 
consciousness level less than of 
an i n f a n t," Coburn said. 
"Karen ... can not be subjected 
to the religious beliefs on the 
part of her parents which would 
deprive her of life." 


The hospital and two attend- 


ing physicians have opposed 
removing Miss Quinlan from 
the respirator because she 
occasionally breathes without 
the aid of the machine. 


"Miss Quinlan is alive and to 


force the hospital, its staff and 
the doctors to discontinue the 
respirator would be to order an 
act which is repugnant to the 
hospital," the hospital said. 


The hospital asked the court 


to appoint a third party to take 
Miss Quinlan 
off 
the 
life- 


sustaining device if the court 
rules in favor of the family. 


The family, however, said 


their adoptive daughter is only 
a vegetable and wants her to be 
removed from the respirator to 
die naturally with "grace and 
dignity." 


"If the court...compels the 


continuation of treatment, it 
can 
do 
so 
only 
on 
the 


philosophical g r o u n d s that 
earthly life is to be preserved 
at any cost," Armstrong said.
